MBETS AND VANQUISHES M’CLAUGHREY 

—THE “PROTRACTED MEETING” AT 

MOUNT STERLING~—CITY-HALL GOSSIP. 

The Democrats of the Nineteenth Congres- 
sional Distriet will assembie themselves to- 
gether at Centralia Wednesday to nominate the 
next Congressman, for whoever is pominated 
with a Democratic majority of 4,502 at his back 
is as good as elected. Dick Townsbend, of 
Shawneetown, Gallatin County, the present in- 
cumbent, has the fleld all to himself, and will 
probably be nominated by acciamation. 

The Prohibitionists will hoid their State Con- 
vention at Bloomington Wednesday, and will 
probably outline their program ot work for the 
coming winter. They may put up a State ticket 
and do something to encourage Harts in the 
Fourteenth Congressional District—he needs it 
badly enough—but the main interest attaching 
to the con vention will be its action in regard to 
the several Legislative districts in which the co- 
ercive people imagine they are going to cut a 
good deal of a figure. 

The unterrified Bourbons of Douglas County 

will hold their County Convention today and 
probably express their preference for a candi- 
date for the House. Coles and Cumberland are 
in the same district with Douglas, and while 
there is only one minority man to go around, 
each county may be counted upon as ready to 
furnish the man. The Douglas County Bour- 
bons may say something, too, about a Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress. They are in a 
very comfortably Republican district, however, 
and whatever they may say is of no conse- 
quence, 

The ‘Twenty-nioth Senatorial District Re- 
publican Convention will be bela at Lincoln. 
Logan County, tomorrow. Jason Rogers, of De- 
catur, Macon County, a creditable member of 
the last House, appears to have the inside track 
tor the Senatorship, now that Logan County's 
only candidate—Harts—bas deserted the Ke- 
publican party and gone over to the Prohibi- 
tionists as their candidate for Congress. Macon 
will get one of the Representatives and Logan 
the other. John A. Brown, of Decatur, had the 
lead at last accounts from Macon.

Nothing is safe in a 
district with which Eden has anything to do un- 
til the nomination has been made, and the 
Moulton crowd may be wise in repressing their 
crowing until they are out of the woods. 


The Thirty-sixth Senatorial District Demo- 
cratic Convention will meet at Pittstield, Pike 
County, Thursday, to nominate two candidates 
for the House. The district comprises Pike, 
Brown, and Calhoun, and is Democratic to the 
tune of 1932 majority. Senator Archer, the 
venerable relic from Pike County. holds over.

other way. The McClaughrey forces have in- 
sisted on all or nothing, and deciared that the 
Marsh men would take the same position even 
if they had a majority of but one vote. Next 
Saturday will tell bow consistent or otherwise 
the two factions will be. If the seg heel 
men stick to their original position, they will 
neither ask nor accept a part of the delegation, 
ana Marsd will get it all. With Warren, Schuy- 
ler, and McDonough, Marsh will bave 37 votes.

From a system of taxation to maia- 
tain a wise, just, and economical Gov- 
ernment it had been converted imo a 
system of confiscation of the earnings 
of the many to endow the gentee! pau- 
perism of the few. in the Dark Ages.“ 
and even much later than the period 
so styled, civilization was of the parental or 
patriarchal character. The chureh and the 
Government were the parents of the people. 
They owned the land, and the human herds 
tilied the soil, hewed the wood, drew the 
water, and performed the labor of produc- 
tion, and the church and the Government 
in return took all that was produced, 
fed the people, boused them in sheds, 
clothed them from the weather, and buried 
them when they died. The world has moved 
far away from that parental system since 
then, though it exists to a modified extent 
yet: but the tendency of human civilization 
has been to recognize men as entitled to all 
that their own labor and skill could produce, 
and to enjoy it free and independent of any 
parental prerogative of lord and master. 
Just at the time when President Lincoln 
proclaimed the abolition of the patriarcPal 
system to which several millions of blacks had 
been subjected in this country and announced 
that henceforward these slaves should 
be entitled to earn and possess all their own 
labor produced for themselves and their 
families, and thatin the race of life all men 
should be equal and be self<lependent, the 
American Congress established the present 
system of taxation, the essential principle ot 
which is the parental policy, under which 
the Government and certain favored classes, 
in partnership, tax the substance and confis- 
cate the earnings of the great body of the 
producers of the land. The protective policy 
of today is the parental policy of past ages. 
Protection is justified today upon the theory 
that it enables the protected nobility to pay 
wages to the producers, just as in olden 
times the parental policy was justified be- 
cause it enabled the parental Government to 
feed, ciothe, house, and bury the workmen. 

The most enormous and confiscating feature 
of oursystem of taxation is that which divides 
the taxes gathered from the people, one 
fourth to the Government for its support and 
three-fourths to those who by law are allowed 
to receive the rest under the pretense of 
“feeding” the people. After a session of 
nine months Congress has adjourned with- 
out being able to pass any bill to reduce tax- 
ation. It even failed to pass a bill applying a 
portion of the surplus revenue to furnishing 
school-houses and school-teachers to the miil- 
ions of whites and blacks in certain States 
growing up without any education whatever. 
It spent several months laboring among the

OFFICIAL FROM EGYPT. 

As the Egyptian situation is rapidly coming 
to a focus and events are so shaping them- 
selves that the European Powers must soon 
show their colors—tnis they have done al- 
ready so far as the defense of the canal is 
concerned—it is interesting to know the ex- 
act position which England, the chief actor, 
occupigs. Hitherto it has only been possible 
to conjecture this from unofficia) sources, 
from events as they happen from day to day 
unconnected with the motives leading up to 
them, and from rumors. We have now De- 
fore usadispatch from Ear! Granville, Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs, to the 
Ear] of Dufferin, English Ambassador 
at Constantinople, which reviews the 
history of the Egyptian matter from 
the time the Ministry came into power 
to the present, and indicates the pur- 
pose of the Government with reference to 
it. The dispatch is so important that it has 
been issued as a Parliamentary paper, and as 
it is a part of the official history of the case 
the substance of its contents is of more than 
ordinary importance. 

The dispatch begins by pointing out the ex- 
tent of British interests in Egypt, and re- 
views the relations of Egypt to Turkey and 
the establishment and progress of the 
European Control, which was the condition 
of affairs when the Ministry came into power, 
and in this connection Earl Granville inti- 
mates, what is not generally known, that the 
Liberals inberited the principle of joint action 
with France in Egypt from the Beaconsfield 
Government, inasmuch as it was laid down 
in dispatehes exchanged between Lord Salis- 
bury and M. Waddington after the Congress 
of Berlin, in 1878, and as it worked satisfac- 
torily the Liberal Ministry accepted it as a 
fact and supported it.

beer, which they would prefer to obtain 
elsewhere, twice as good in quality, 
twice as much in quantity, and at ex- 
actly half the price. There were two 
intermissions at thes concerts, each a half- 
hour long, and these intermissions were in 
the interests of beer.
